There are 10 trains running daily from Pleven to Sofia; several spur lines are 
located along this route, a normal gauge line from Yasen to Somovit and a narrow 
gauge line from Cherweni Bryag to Oryakhovo. Ten passenger trains run daily 
from Pleven to Varna, Between Gorna Oryakhovitsa and Sliven, there ig a spur 
line to the Gabrovoe railroad station.
